Vv Encourage your child to ask questions—even if they’re not always 
quiet! Asking questions is a great way to learn. And instead of 
telling your child the answer to every question, help him or her 
discover the answers. The library is a great place to help your child 
find answers to questions! 


~“ Some of your child’s questions, though, only you can answer. Make 
sure your child feels free to ask questions about things that may be 
troubling her or him. Then answer those questions the best you 
can. 


One good thing about my quiet questions is that they help everyone 
to remember my sound. 


Y% When your child sees a quarter, or a quart of milk, or a quilt, ora 
picture of a queen, ask him or her to Prove the word: quiet ques- 
tions queen. 


~ In words that start with my letter O/q, LetterLight U’s letter U/u 
always comes next. LetterLight U is a special friend to me, and she 
helps me make my sound. Encourage your child to watch for Q/q 
and U/u together.
